However costly t may be to go 
on with the fighting, it would be 
more costly from the standpoint of 
the Allies not to go on. To make 
peace on conditions as they now 
| stand would be to acknowledge a 
German world victory that would 
lower the prestige of every Allied 
government to the danger point. 

The Allies doubtless feel that they 
did not get a fair chance to bring 
their great resources to bear in the 
last offensive. 

WHY IT FAILED. 

The big smash failed because the 
Saloniki expedition could not get 
into motion. The real cause of the 
allied defeat was the failure of 
Venizelos, the Greek politician, to do 
what he promised England to do. 
The Allies relied upon him to bring 
Greece into the war on the side of 
the Entente. But before Saloniki 
could plunge into the campaign, the 
Greeks turned against Venizelos. 
They accused him of having taken 
British money and called him a tral- 
tor. With one grand flop Greek 
sentiment went over to the other 
side. In the face of Greek hostil- 
ity, it was, of course, impossible to 
advance from Saloniki and leave that 
base unprotected. So the whole 
campaign fizzled out and Rumania 
was destroyed. 

The late dispatches indicate that 
the Allies are again at work on 
Greece, a recent statement being 
that they were thinking of unroot- 
ing King Constantine and placing 
the Italian Duke of Aosta on the 
throne. 

The purpose of this, of course, is 
quite as much to bolster up Italy's 
rapidly-flagging interest in the war 
as to insure the safety of the Sa- 
loniki expedition. 

ITALY’S GROUCH. 

There is no doubt that Italy has 
a gtouch and ts sorry she came in- 
‘to the war. She has lost her Afri- 
can colonies and, with the down- 
fall of age her influence has 
waned tn the Balkans. A few weeks 
ago she was loudly and gg pro- 
testing because the Allies hadn't 
promised her eno loot from the 
spolle in case the Entente won the 
war. The tentative choice of the 
Duke of Aosta as King of Greece 
would seem to indicate that Italy is 
to be taken care of at the expense 
of Greece. 

Meanwhila, the unsettled condi- 
tions in Gretce continue to be the 
greatest obstacle to a possible join 
offensive by the Allies. Any rea 
attempt on the part of the Entente 
to cut the Constantinople-to-Vienna 
rallroad is impossible until] Greece 
is settled. 

The Allies are undoubtedly get-. 
ting ready for a spring offen 


dun. It is not clear how serious 
a movement this will develop into. 

On the west front conditions have 
gone back almost to the place where 
were last year. 

he British and French armies 
are preparing for another huge of- 
fensive next sp . As before, the 
Germans seek to break through the 
Allied lines in the vicinity of Ver- 
dun in order to break up the plans 
for this torward thrust and compel 
the Allies to go into action before 
they are ready. 

Should they succeed, they would 
certainly make a smear of the Al- 
lied spring advance. The Germa 
should they break through, woul 
be behind the Ime of the French 
advance. After that, the more suc- 
cessful the British-French advance 
were in Flanders the more would 
Paris become exposed to a German 
offensive. In other words, the dan- 
ger of the Allies would increase in 
direct proportion to the success of 
thelr own offensive. The further 
they penetrated the German lines in 
‘Pianders, the more would they ex- 
pose the French rear and 
the Germans at Verdun. 

It has been predicted many 
army men that the next Allied ad- 
vance on the west fropt would see 
a wider attack. Many believe that 
an advance from the region of the 
Somme will be supported by a 
French offensive far to the south— 
from some point afound Muel- 
hausen. It seems to me that this is 
most improbable. But at any rate, 
a German offensive around Verdun 
would be the natural answer to such 
a ox on the part of the French.

“GREGORY THE RAKE.” 


Among all decent men the old 
Latin law rules, De mortuis nil nisi 
bonum (do not speak ill of the 
dead.) But Gregory Rasputin was 
not a decent man, and, though he 
be dead, the naked truth of him 
must be told. He was an illiterate 
Siberian peasant. 

True, he was none the worse for 
that. But in himself the man was a 
moral leper, a religio-sensuous mani- 
ac, with hypnotic contagion and a 
power of communicating his leprosy 
to others. 

It would be a libel upon Russia to 
say that his like could not be found 
outside the Tsar's dominions. Holy 
Russia is mystical Russia. And it is 
that air of mysticism that has mad 
of Rasputin a thing of evil wonder 


to all the outer world. 
For who was this re as a 
man? In thé language loved of 


correspondents, “it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that the whole of Russia 

| more freely for the removal 
of a most baleful influence recog- 
nized as one of the pivots of the 
Germanophile forces.” So writes 
one of Rasputin, and he adds: 

“This mediaeval nightmare is now 
dissipated, and no purpose would be 
served by recapitulating its immoral 
horrors. | 

“One may leave history to marvel 
at the power wielded by the unedu- 
cated Siberian peasant, with his 
notorious depravity, whose name is 
execrated throughout the length and 
breadth of the Russian empire.” 

That was Rasputin. His “notori- 
ous depravity” did not stop short of 
the highest flights. His power over 
women was the key to it all. With 
the women behind him, he could do 
anything. So well could he do it 
that he was able to overshadow, for 
the time, even the Grand Duke 
Nicholas himself,

A RUSSIAN RICHELIEU.

Well, that elusive, freakish thing, 
Luck, which plays capricious tricks 
with all of us, chanced to come upon 
him when Russia and Japan were 
at deadly grips. 

Suddenly, a telegram was received 
in Petrograd, addressed to high 
government quarters. It was signed 
true name. 
It prophesied great things for Rus- 
sia In the war. As a prophecy it 
was only equalled by its grammar. 

Yet, in the language of the 
American street, “it home.”

But to continue, for the moment, 
his state career, the day came when 
he joined hands with two other 
priests of mediaeval bent——the mad 
monk Iliodor and the Bishop Her- 
mogen of Saratéb. Together they 
became a fortress of reaction. Her- 
megen and Iliodor often defied both 
the Holy Synod and the government, 
like the wild, but sincere fanatics 
that they were. It was not until 
they discovered the true character 
of the protector at court that they 
struck the spark that kindled a 
blaze. 

NOW REFUGEE IN AMERICA. 

Today, Iliodor, the unfrocked, is a 
refugee in America, with an unpub- 
lished book of extraordinary Rus- 
sian scandals. Hermogen, bishop no 
longer, is a prisoner confined in a 
monastery. 

So, with increasing Rasputin scan- 
dals, political, religious and moral, 
we come to 1914. Suddenly, all the 
world was staftled by a St. Peters- 
burg telegram, saying that the

lived through it. and again went his 
strange, amazing way. 

Not until last August was the 
second attempt made to break Ras- 
putin’s charmed life. Some officers 
of the guards invited him to keep 
thern company. Being fond of drink, 
he accepted. Soon he was drunk. 
and was so unmercifully thandiled 
that his ribe were broken. 

Again it was reported that his 
life had been attempted. But once 
more his constitution won. and he 
survived—only to surrender to a 
bullet at last at the third attempt. 

THE ALLEGED MURDERER. 

The extraordinary interest 
aroused by the event is due not 
only to the personality of the mur- 
Gered man, but also to the high 
rank of the persons immediately 
concerned. One of them, a hand- 
some young man of 30, received part 
of his education in England, and 
some years ago was very popular 
in fashionable society in London. 

It is said that he and several 
of his friends and relatives cast 
lots as to who should accomplish 
the act. The namie of a well-known 
and formerly reactionary Deputy ts 
also mentioned in connection with 
the event. 

VINDICATE THE MURDER. 

The new paper Russkaya Volya 
of a writes in a leading ar- 
ticle: 

“There are moments when con- 
tradiction between life and truth 
reaches a stage of extreme tension. 
At such moments public opinion is 
compelled to find an outlet, to offer 
resistance to those vile influences 
which undermine the honor of fam- 
ilies, which foster in the less stable 
elements of the nation the vices of 
toadyism and sycophancy. and make 
of politics a degrading game of se- 
cret intrigues marked by the even- 
tuality of the sale of public offices, 
the purchase and sale of men’s 
souls and consciences, the choice of 
administrators from among the 
worst and least capable, and the 
systematic poisoning of the whole 
government’ organism by repulsive, 
ignorant, servile influences. 

“Those who create such a state 
of things should realize that there 
are sound elements in public opin- 
ion. Cliques, gangs and groups may 
be corrupted. Whole organizations 
of star chambers may be created, 
but you cannot buy, you cannot cor- 
rupt a whole nation. 

“There are sound elements. And 
we see even more of the astounding 
instances of the conversion of the 
souls of public opinion into its 
Pauls. Such conversions are symp- 
toms of a peculiar intensification of 
the process of antagonism ween 
life and truth. They signify that 
the process has gone too far, and in 
such moments duty and the dictates 
of conscience rise supreme over con- 
ventian, etiquette and tradition. At 
such moments all kinds of excesses 
are possible. And it is becoming 
imperative for the nation to think 
of the necessity of real work for the 
restoration of its moral health.” 

ANOTHER VERSION. 
The censorship has to a large ex- 
tent relaxed its stringency, and a 
great deal that was privately known 
is now appearing in the papers. 

There is some confusion as to cer- 

tain points, as, for instance, who 
killed the dog in Prince Yusupoff's 
house on the Moika, but the main 
facts are fairly clear. 
Late on Friday night Rasputin 
was brought from his own house on 
Gorokhovaysa street to the Moika in 
a motor car. There he was met by 
a party of young men, whose names 
are known, but are not directly re- 
ferred to. , 

TOLD TO SHOOT HIMSELF. 
There was, or there was not, some 
drinking, then Rasputin was told 
that he was condemned to death. A 
revolver was given him, and he was 
told to shoot himeelf. 

Then, so goes the story, he fired 
at the man who gave him the re- 


volver, missed him, but killed a 
wolfhound that happened to be 
standing by. 


The revolver was knocked out of 
Rasputin’s hand, and one of the 
young men shot him on the spot. 
The body was taken out, placed on 


ff ia motor car, carried out beyond the 


town and thrown over the bridge at 
the mouth of the Neva. 

On Monday divers and police dis- 
covered the body, which yesterday, 
after it was thawed, was subjected 
to post-mortem examination. 
Endless rumors are in circulation 
as to the subsequent experiences of 
the men who were responsible for 
Rasputin’s disappearance. One or 
two of them tried to leave Petro- 
grad, but have been detained, 
though reports as to their arrest are 
apparently untrue. 

The member of the Duma con- 
cerned went off in his train on Sat- 
urday, and already reported 
himself from the front.

Albert Van Hecke Describes the 
Fall of Louvain and Deportation 
of Unhappy Captives to Ger- 
miany, Where They are Forced to 
Work for the Teutons.

To raise funds for his countrymen, 
especially the little children who 
are refugees in Holland, Prof. Al- 
bert van Hecke, professor of civil 
engineering at the University of 
Louvain, who witnessed the invasion 
of the city by the Germans and later 
saw his beloved university burned at 
their command, last night lectured 
at Blanchard Hall, under the aus- 
pices of the Belgian Benevolent So- 
a and the Belgian war relief 
und, 

Prof. Van Hecke told of many 
thrilling and bitter experiences of 
himself and his bride. He said Mrs. 
Van Hecke almost lost her life when 
they became the targets for Ger- 
man bullets in a panic, starting 
when two groups of German soldiers 
began firing on each other. But he 
and his wife remained in Louvain for 
several days after the Belgians had 
been expelled, being forced to sleep 
in the cellar of their home. During 
the four days following August 25, 
1914, 1600 houses were burned he 
says and Louvain will always re- 
main a bloody reminder of the in- 
vasion of Germany. 

Prof. Van Hecke says that 300,- 
000 Belgians have been forcibly de- 
| ported into Germany and at the 
point of guns are forced to work in 
the ammunition factories. Those left 
in Belgium are starving because 
there is nothing for them to do un- 
leas they work In factories and they 
refuse to contribute to the support 
of the enemies of their own govern- 
ment. 

The commission for relief, in 
charge of occupied Belgium, issued a 
strong appeal for the children who 
are living there and each month 
1000 are sent to Holland to be cared 
for. Out of the number, Prof, Van 
Uecke says nine out of every ten are 
suffering from tuberculosis. In Hol- 
land there are 1,300,000 orphaned 
Belgians to care for. Those left in 
Belgium some days do not receive 
food at all, only those children be- 
low normal size being fed. 

Prof. Van Hecke illustrated his 
lecture with moving pictures show- 
ing the life and the different activi- 
ties of the refugee Belgians in Hol- 
land. According to the Beigian pro- 
fessor, the Dutch government has 
built four camps for the Belgian 
refugees. Each one is occupied by 
more than 8000 families. The din- 
ine-halls have a capacity of 1000 


persons. 

Donations sent to Holland have 
been used in organizing workshops 
for carpenters, blacksmiths and 
other workmen and for helping them 
bullid portable houses for ref- 
ugees, especially the children. The 
suffering of these refugees is dis- 
tressing beyond description, accord- 
ing to Prof. Van Hecke who was ap- 
pointed by the Belgian government 
to look after the refugees in Hol- 
land and provide as best he could, 
shelter and food and employment for 
them all. 
After his lecture last night, there 
was dancing, and J. A. Liaudat, the 
young Belgian soldier who escaped 
from a German prison camp, also 
told of his experiences.

{LOVES HIGHER IN 
PRICE, NOT ON ARM. 


There will be many women fore- 
going the pleasure and convenience 
of gloves in the near future. Like 
everything else gloves are going up. 
Not physically higher upon the arm, 
but up in price. They have been 
advancing steadily and in a 
weeks the wholesalers have an- 
nounced a jump of another 25 per 
cent., according to Chester Yokum, 
western representative for Emile 
Perrin of Grenoble, France, who is 
at the Hayward after his arrival 
from New York. 

The gloves he sought never ar- 
rived. Enough of these to cover 
the hands of a small army, 10.000 
dozen, or 120,000 pair of the finest 
kind went down on a freighter tor- 
pedoed by the Germans. Just a 
few weeks later a second cargo of 
6000 dozen met with the same fate. 

Besides this misfortune, comes the 
report that the “kids” which are 
slaughtered for glove material are 
becoming very scarce, the soldiers 
food need helping to deplete the 
supply. 

Glove leather, that comes in foot 
squares, is now worth 37% cents a 
square or 75 cents a pair, against a 
former 15 to 25 cents a square. The 
price of just average gloves must 
be around $2 and betier soon. 
American manufacturers are up 
against the same shortage of leather, 
higher manufacturing cost and other 
difficulties which will help make the 
matter of keeping the hands well 
covered a serious task, according to 
Mr. Yokum, '

OUTRAGEOUS OPPRESSION. 


) OR years San Francisco has 
F been in the remorseless clutches 

of the labor unions, controlled 
and dominated by unprincipled 
leaders determined to put the de- 
mands for unionism above and be- 
yond law and order.whenever it so 
suited their purposes. For years 
the Bay City was terrorized by this 
un-American situation, until it 
seemed as though the business men 
of that community would never be 
able to arise and overthrow their 
oppressors. The list of strikes 
harmful to the city and the State, or 
crimes and acts of violence com- 
mitted by union-protected ugs, 
and of actual murder was ula- 
tive, until the patience of the busi- 


ness men of San Francisco becama 


exhausted when the water-front 
strike inflicted such vast injuries, 
and then followed the revolting 
massacre of innocent people by the 
fiendish bomb plot on the day of 
the great Preparedness Parade. 
These last actions precipitated the 
fight against the unions’ domina- 
tion, and the declaration of the busl- 
ness men of San Francisco to stand 
and fight for maintenance of the 
principle of the open shop.

HIGH-HANDED TACTICS. 


In May, following the convention 
at Seattle of, the Pacific Coast Dis- 
trict Locals of the International

Even this enemies will 
acknowledge that no more could be 
asked of him. 

There is an expression, “having 
one’s finger on the pulse of the pub- 
lic.” This t# what Behymer has ail 
the time. He knows just what Los 
Angéles will pay to see, but even so, 
the days of his losses are not over. 
He wants to be a useful citizen, and 
so continues in a field which has 
no limit to tts bowndaries for im- 
provement—the public taste. 

Los Angeles will not buy good 
music for herself. Tnat ts the. sim- 
ple truth. If it were not that other 
cities subsidize to bring the great 
attractions out to the West, we never 
would hear them. In order to get 
Yvette Guilbert here Behymer has 
made a round of a dozen cities to 
assure her a welcome.

vated. 

If I could make your life retro- 
active, I would only wish that you 
were a graduate of a high school, 
or at the very least that you 
had passed through a thorough 
grammar school.

The ordinary- man dictates from 
80 to 100 words a minute, and any 
stenographer whois sure of her 
ability to take that number of words 
and read it with  # hesitation, is

Keep a pencil in the rubber band 
which you have put around the fin- 
ed pages of your notebook. 

Be sure you get everything down 
clearly in your shorthand notes. 
Whenever there is a pause in dicta- 
tion, instead of gazing absently 
about, look back over your notes, 
so that you can read them like print 
when you are asked to do so, and, 
you know, this you will be called up- 
on to do many, many times for there 
are @ great many business men un- 
able to dictate perfectly. 

When your employer asks you 
what he “said last,”’ always begin to 
read to him from the last period. 
Dent read to him from the middle 
of a sentence. Quote the entire 
sentence from the last period so that 
he may get the sense of what he is 
dictating. 

STUDY LETTER WRITING. 

Study letters wherever you find 
them, particularly if they come from 
up-to-date business houses Watch 
the different forms of letter-writing. 

Prepare yourself to be a perfect 
amanuensis rather than a lightning 


reporter. As the first you are sure 
of yourself, while the htning re-

Make it a rule to be slow but sure 
rather than rapid and careless. 

Whatever you do make sense of 
your transcribed notes. 

Don’t forget that your employer 
dislikes to have it known that he 
made a mistake in dictation. Don't 
argue with him; take a reprimand 
and be glad to re-write the letter 
rather than try to convince him that 
he “dictated it that way.” 

It is always better to be prompt

MAGIC BATON 
HIS IN LIFE. 


Sketch of the Late Dr. Hans 
Richter, Famous London 
Musical Conductor, by One 
Who Knew His Work In- 
timately. 


BY JULES KOOPMAN. 
There passed away quite recently 
a man who for more than thirty 
years was one of the most conspic- 
uous figures in the musical Hfe of 


London, Eng.— Dr. Hans Richter. 
This famous conductor founded the 
Richter Orchestra, from which he 
retired after the organization had 
existed twenty-five years to take 
charge of the Halle Orchestra in 
Manchester, the conductorship of 
which had been left vacant on the 
death of Sir -Charles Halle, who 
founded it. 

Dr. Richter did not entirely sever 
his connection, however, with the 
orchestra he had founded and which 
had secured for itself a foremost 
position among the musical organ- 
izations of the metropolis. As often 
as his duties in Manchester would 
allow him he would go to London 
as the guest of the Symphony Or- 
chestra, as it became known, and 
conduct a number of its concerts. 

It was by sheer force of musical 
intelligence and personality § that 
Dr. Richter succeeded in making the 
Richter Orchestra the central point 
of attraction in London, it being 
readily admitted by the 
loving public, ‘and especially among 
musicians, that he was one of the 
greatest, if not the greatest, living 
interpreter of the works of the old 
masters. His ability to bring out 
to the full the latent strength of 
the modern orchestra, its grada- 
tions in tone and color, was indeed 
wonderful. 

Under his magic baton the music 
became a living force, at one time 
speaking with deep and impressive 
pathos, at others reverberating 
through the old St. James Hall in 
mighty accents and grand and su- 
perb tone. The orchestra, under 
the guidance of this master, became 
a willing and sympathetic instru- 
ment, the medium of expression of 
the most noble and glorious in the 
domain of music. 

It was my privilege to have been 
a member of his orchestra for many 
years, and it is with a deep sense 
ef appreciation and gratitude I call 
to mind the moments of genuine 
enjoyment I derived from my asso- 
ciation, and from the clear wnder- 
standing thus gained. I still see 
Dr. Richter—an imposing and com-

manding figure, the picture of con- 
scious strength. As he stood in 
front of the orchestra, dignified and 
calm, his eyes half-hidden beneath 
his massive brow, he expressed and 
inspired confidence. 

Dr. Richter was possessed of a 
prodigious memory, a keen under- 
standing of pitch and tonality and 
a marvelous knowledge of the vari- 
ous instruments and their charac- 
teristics. Yet these accomplish- 
ments, though of a high order in 
themselves, pale into insignificance 
when considered in connection with 
his understanding and application of 
that basic essential in music known 
as rhythm. In that respect he ex- 
celled—in his terse and brief way 
of expression he called rhythm the 
frame; melody, the flesh. 

With consummate and unerring 
skill the master directed his forces. 
He never indulged in long speeches, 
nor wasted time in long explana- 
tions. He knew that the members 
of his orchestra were conscientious, 
experienced musicians, and that 
long explanations were quite super- 
fluous. One or two rehearsals, and 
on special occasions three, were al- 
lotted to each concert@it was on 
these occasions that his great lead- 
ership brilliantly asserted itself; his 
thorough and wonderful under- 
standing of all essentials, combined 
with rare tact, enabled him to 
achieve the maximum of work and 
results within a limited time. Never 
once, however, did I see him act in 
a way likely to hurt the feelings of 
anyone in the orchestra; he never 
made use of unkind expressions— 
on the contrary, his efforts were al- 
ways directed to encourage his mu- 
sicians and to make them feel com- 
fortable, 


No visitors were allowed at the 
rehearsals. On this point the doc- 
tor was inexorable; he regarded 
practice as strictly a private affair. 
Being of a somewhat taciturn dis- 
position, he naturally eschewed any- 
thing that suggested self-advertise- 
ment. He dressed very simply, and 
he lacked any tendency to indulge in 
stage effect or similar “clap-trap.” 

The elite of the musical world 
and of music lovers in general were 
to be found at the Richter concerts, 
and young and aspiring conductors 
from all parts of the country flocked 
to them, eagerly watching the mas- 
ter and making notes in the scores 
they brought with them. | 

It was looked upon as a rare priv- 
illege if the master would introduce 
a new composition, and on these 
occasions it was most interesting 
and sometimes amusing to behold 
his acumen in ferreting out errors 
from the scores. On a certain oc- 
casion his opinion was asked con- 
cerning a new composition which 
was being studied, and he dryly an- 
swered: “TIT am not a critic; I con- 
duct—sapienti sat!” 

At a concert on the anniversary 
of Wagtier’s death the “‘Siefried 
IdyHe" was one of the numbers on 
the programme. When this piece 
was performed Dr. Richter was so 
Grertcome by his feelings that tears 
ran down his face.

It is a well-known axiom, largely 
credible, we believe, because it is 
one of the innumerable things said 
to have been uttered by Napoleon, 
that who rules India rules the world. 
India is so rich that Russia and Ger- 
many have long coveted the golden 
stream that for some centuries has 
poured into British coffers. Germany, 
believing she was entitled to a place 
in the sun, laid plans along the line 
of least resistance, to extend her in- 
fluence toward India, bisect the Eng- 
lish line of communication, and in- 
terpose her influence between PEng- 
land and the east. Statesmen have 
long believed, or pretended to be- 
lieve, that the British Empire wouk. 
fall if India was taken away. 

So, according to M. Cheradame, 
Germany conceived the plan of ex- 
tending her authority over Austria- 
Hungary, Turkey, Bulgaria and thus 
(excepting Serbia and Rumania) 
having a Teutonic empire that 
stretched directly into the heart of 
the Orient.

“The Unwelcome Man.” 


' “The Unwelcome Man” by Waldo 
Frank (Little, Brown & Co.) is an ex- 


tremely earnest book about an ex- 


tremely earnest youth, whom nobody 
loves or understands; and the novel 
seems to have been designed as a 
vessel in which to serve the rather 
heady wine of sophistication that is 
at present a popular beverage among 
intellectual young men. 

Quincy Burt is the eighth child of 
a New York family, suddenly made 
wealthy by a plece of mining prop- 
erty. He is spiritually sensitive, in- 
trospective, instinctively rebellious 
toward conventions, decent, however, 
but rather solicitiously nurses the 
melancholy satisfaction that he is 
not loved at home, not popular in 
college and not understood by the 
girl to whom he is devoted. 

The purpose of the book fs to con- 
vey Mr. Frank's views on ethics, edu- 
cation, love and sundry sociological 
odds and ends. The plot design is 
rather vague, but its hope is no 
doubt to show the inhibition of per- 
sonality in a clever youth, who, if 
loved, encouraged and “understood,” 
might have developed into a rare 
genius, As a narrative the story bas 
no more fluidity than a series of 
postcards; but Mr; Frank obviously 


‘cares nothing about narrative quali- 


ties. His characters are vivid: Prof, 
Deering; Garsted, Quincy’s one 
friend; Mardsen, the invalid brother; 
Burt, Sr. and Jonas, Jr., are drawn 
with admirable definitive strokes. 

The prose of the book is put to- 
gether with extreme care, with pal- 
pable care, and the psychology of 
Quincy, as far as it goes, is so de- 
talled and realistic that one quickly 
realizes him as belonging to the 
ubiquitous type of young men that 
liké toa be coddled and “understood.” 
It ts carefully made evident that 
Quincy was the ugly duckling of an 
unlovely, mediocre family; but an 
ugly duckling that never learned to 
fiy because of his unlovely family and 
associates. 

Quincy’s episode with the one girl, 
Clarice, is—so far as our wunder- 
standing goes—too nebulous, too fa- 
tuous, for the intensity Mr. Frank 
has put into the writing of it. But 
the gentle fiasco, peculiarly magni- 
fied into a spiritual catastrophe, is 
also due to Quincy's hyper-sensitive- 
ness—the fact that he is not “un- 
derstood.” 

The author is avowedly Quincy's 
protagonist. Mr. Frank loves his 


hero and solicits sympathy for the 
| poor fellow’s unwelcomeness in the 


Road of Woman's 


cold world. But. Quincy’s troubles 


are as much due to not understana- 
ing as to not being understood, 

But all things considered, we would 
say that the really disfiguring fault 
of the novel is that it ends without 
establishing a sense of completion. It 
ends abruptly while Quincy is still a 
youth—and the story is then rounded 
out with a short, metaphysical ept- 
logue that leaves the curious fumb)- 
ing with their own imagination.

(George H. Doran,) like the other, 
an English story,’has merely a fan- 
tastic setting. The story of the form- 
er possessed a decided and unique 
appeal. The story of the latter has 
nothing but affected trapping 
adorn the venerable situation of a 
young girl beloved and loving a 
young man to whom her relatives are 
opposed. 

As a narrative, “Out of the House” 
is put together in the worst . posst- 
ble way. It begins in the middle of 
the story, then backs up to the

and the son of an Irish landlord who 
was murdered by his tenants. Quite 
accidentally, the hero rings the bel 
of the wrong house, and the heroine 
comes to the door. She lives with a 
sinister and sibyline aunt, who rules 
or tries to rule, the family; and is 
a character that might have been in- 
spired by Walpole’s “The Duchess otf 
Wrexe.” Four years after the door 
bell incident the hero and heroine 
meet; and though she is intended as 
the bride of a cousin, the young 
couple defy the jewel bedecked hag 
of an aunt and are happy ever after. 


“Men, Women and: Guns.” 

“Sapper,” in his first volume of 
stories, gave straight, vivid, clean-cut 
incidents of the war. They made 
“Michael Cassiday, Sergeant,” one of 
the best war books that has worn 
the guise of fiction, which was, no 
doubt, largely due to the fact that 
there was very little fiction in it. 

But “Sapper” seems to have con- 
vinced himself that he is a fiction- 
eer; that he knows the tricks and is 
entitled to the elbow room of the 
professional. In “Men, Women and 
Guns” (George H, Doran Company,) 
he tries the conventional variations 
of the story writer, and the result is 
less felicitous. All the apologies 
and explanations that are made do 
give “The Motor Gun” the ring of 
reality; “Private Meyrick—Company 
Idiot,” shows the story writer rather 
than the observer; and “James 
Henry,” a dog story, is much the 
same. But “Sapper” knows 
service and knows men and guns; 
he may know women, too, but they 
are not the essentials he seems to 
thing to good stories.. The book is 
decidedly inferior to “Michael 
Cassidy.” 


“Pelle the Conqueror; Daybreak.” 

The last volume of Martin Ander 
son Nexo'’s formidable four-part 
novel, “Pelle the Conquerer” comes 
under the sub-title of “Daybreak” 
(Henry Holt & Co.) This completes 
the story of the Danish boy who be- 
came a shoemaker'’s apprentice, or- 
ganized and led the labor unions of 
Copenhagen, and was thrown in pris- 
on on circumstantial evidence as a 
forger. 

The last book is distinguished by 
the solution to labor trouble that it 
suggests, and by the hideous picture 
of the debauchery upon a 
young girl. 

This concluding story opens with 
Pelle’s release from prison, his re- 
turn to a welcoming wife and chil- 
dren, and relates the severe struggle 
which gradually raises him to pros- 
perity. Pelle organizes, not the 
workmen, but the industries; basing 
his structure on co-operation. Shoe- 
makers need hides, so they become 
wholesalers, organize tanneries and 
finally the farmers as the first pro- 
ducers, He sees, or thinks that he 
sees, that mere revolt and strikes of 
workingmen gain nothing of impor- 


Of the four books, the second, 
“Apprenticeship,” seems to us un- 
questionably the finest. “Daybreak,” 
notwithstanding the revolting pas- 
sages about Johenna and the black 
days following Pelle’s release from 
prison, has a quality of idealized sen- 
timent that seems out of place and 
no part of the grim story related in 
the preceding books. The angelic 
wife, the tender friends, the fairy- 
book benefactor in the guise of a ll- 
brarian, the facile success of Pelle’s 
business once it is launched, give the 
story an American-serial-ending 
rather than the vigorous, sturdy con- 
clusion that would have in it some- 
thing of the finer quality of the pre- 
ceding books, 


“The Girl.” 


Katherine Keith ts a new name, 
with new ideas and new manner- 
isms, which are surprising rather 
than impressive. The distinctive 
feature of the jumbled paragraphs 
strung together in sequence and in- 
tended to give an autobiographical 
sketch of a girl from childhood to 
maturity is that lack of reticence 
which finds expression in senti- 
mentality. It is an erratic story, 
several undeveloped short stories, 
or incidents, rather, which picture a 
somewhat flighty maiden more or 
less quixotically in with 
“ideals” (some of which are no less 
imaginary because they have a basis 
of flesh) though she is about as 
happy if the “ideal” is a stranger 
and she knows only his name. 

The whole of it is utterly lack- 
ing In conveying to us the sense of 
reality, and does not substitute the 
whimsy or fantastic. This effect re- 
sults nevertheless though she at- 
tempts to be realistic, particularly 
in relating the girl's love for an 
actor; her experience with the edi- 
tor of a cheap, impoverished

ther and son; and the three of them 
make a grotesque triangle. The 
father is preferred to his rough, 
awkward son; but the gir! tells even 
him that it is all a dream. 

What Miss Keith has tried to do 
we do not know. Perhaps she h 
succeeded. 


The Unpopular Review. 

The January-March number of the 
Unpopular Review, a quarterly, is 
extremely satisfying to wayward 
souls. Those of us who find our- 
selves in agreement with the Un- 
popular viewpoint may be pardoned 
for thinking that this quarterly car- 
ries a nicely adjusted ballast of com- 
monsense—“‘commonsense” being 
firm opinions that exasperate their 
possessor because they are not 
axiomatic. And wayward souls are 
those heretical, or at variance with 


the popular movements, theories and 


ideas. 

The current number contains sev- 
eral articles of interest to literary 
observers, meddlers and workmen. 
“Nature, Nurture and Novel-Writing” 
is a sort of left-handed defense of 
collegiate study as a training for 
young novelists; the defense being 
made on the basis that if the em- 
bryonic novelist has genius in him 
the college won't hurt him, and if he 
hasn't the divine flame, the college 
cannot possibly create it. “Modest 
Modernist Papers” is a cynical ap- 
praisement of the modernist poetry, 
being, of course, very unjust but ex- 
tremely satisfying to the aforesaid 
wayward souls. “What is the Matter 
With the Theater?” answers the 
question with direct affirmations, 
calling attention to the iniquitous 
practice of cha “standard” 
prices for second-class productions, 
and a flat rate for seats on the 
ground floor; also to the rivalry of 
the two theatrical trusts that are 
busily engaged in trying to cut each 
other's throat; and to the fact that 
producers and playwrights seem to 
think New York is America. ) 

Another articlé appears on Pa- 
tience Worth—the only ghost since 
an apprehensive childhood that has 
ever held our interest or evoked our 
admiration. Patience, the witty,

Mr. Maxwell is the executive di- 
rector of the National Reclamation | 
Association, and he is deeply inter- 
eeted in advancing general senti- 
ment in favor of the new and com- 
prehensive policy for ‘which Sena- 
tor Newlands has been consistently 
contending, and which, hes been) 
embodied in the constructive meas- 
ure known as the Newlands-Brous- 
sard river regulation bill, - 

“The Laguna dam and Colorado 
River siphon, the Roosevelt dam 
and the Granite Reef dam in the 
Sait River Valley, the. Elephant 
dam on the Rio Grande above El 
Paso, the Lahontan dam in Nevada, 
the Pathfinder dam, the Shoshone 
dam and other - great structures 
built in the last fifteen years by 
the United States Reclamation 
Service,” continued the speaker, 
“would never have been built if it 
had not been for the vigorous cam- 


of Los Angeles preceding the pas- 
sage of the irrigation act in 1902. 

But all these efforts would have 
gone for naught, and the pork bar- 
rel plunderbund in Congress would 
have prevailed, had it not been for 
the fact that the West finally de- 
cided to show its teeth, and to do 
something more than for what 
was right.

In the course of his address Mr. 
Maxwell said: 

“To say that the West is getting 
ite share when it gets the appro- 
priation for the Sacramenfo River 
ie to say that the West should sell 
its birthright for a mess of pot- 
tage. The Sacramento flood-control 
project is really two projects, one 
for widening the mouth of the 
Sacramento, which is meretorious 
from every point of view: the oth- 
er a a. to force the flood wa- 
\ters out of the ‘trough’ where they 
have run for ages and reclaim those 
lands for the benefit of what is 
known as the Armour syndicate of 
land epeculators, The needs of 
Southern California for the co-op- 
eration of the national government 
to check the floods on its mountain 
watersheds is a great deal more 
urgent than the needs of the land 
speculators of the Sacramento Val- 
ley to make a profit out of shov- 
ing the floods out of their natural 
wasteways and sell those natural 
wasteways to farmers as a profita- 
ble land speculation.

Ty following the rules laid down 
ine can manicure her nats 
very shecessfully, and every. time she 
Coes Ole work she will become more 
prepctent, If a little time is given daily 
to the care of the-nails it will become a 

permanent as that of combing 
the hair. 

The fret thing to be done is to procure 
thee espential accessories for doing ‘the 
work. These consist of a pair of curved 
an orangewood stick, absorbent 
rotten, emery board, ea buffer and a file 

‘with one rough side only. This is ad- 
vised fog the reason that when a double- 
faced file is used the friction of the 
fidged metal againat the skin ie apt to 
make the* skin under the nail rough. 
And when the skin is in such a condi- 
tion it te very dificult to keep it clean. 


The tails should be filed when they are 


fry. Whether they are shaped round 
or pointed depends upon the individual's 
taste, ut the best rule is to let the nail 
follow the outline of the finger tip. A 
finger nai filed to an exaggerated point 
ie vulgar and, as some one once re- 
marked, it is very suggestive of an ani- 
claw. 

After the natis are filed they should be 
held in warm soapy water to which 
lemon juice has been adied. The soap 
and water soften and cleanse the cuticle 
and the lemon juice whitens it. Remove 
the finger® from the water in about five 
or ten mintttes and dry them. Push 
back the citicle with the biunt end of 
the orangewood stick. The pointed end 
is for cleaning the nail and the cuticle. 
Sever the point with a wisp of absorb- 
dnt cetton “dipped in peroxide. Do not 
gee any metalifce Mmetguiient for the 
purpose of pushing Back the cuticle. 
The will remove the stains. 
The hangnalle or dead skin should be 
cut with the scissors. Unless the skin 
broken, however, do not wee the 
scineors. persons cut the cuticle 
rather than push it back, buf this

method, while it may be quicker, rough 
ers the skin and furnishes a splendid 
bed for the collection of dirt and germs. 
With the emery board rub off the 
rough @¢dges that have been left after 
filing the nails. 
To further soften the cuticle and te 


avoid hangnails, apply a good cold 


cream to the nails and cuticle. Allow 
this to remain on for five minutes. Then 
remeye it with a soft towel and apply a 
polish. This may be in the form of a 


- paste or # powder. Rub phe nails with a. 


bufier or.a piete of chamois. if a 
powder ig used for bolishing put a little 
in the palm of the band and rub the 
nalis ovér it briskly, finishing with the 
buffer. A high polish is not in good 
taste, After polishing wash the finger 
tips free of any polixh, as this dries out 
the natural olis of the skin. 

If you are not familiar with toilet ar- 
ticles for the nalis the following for- 
mulas may help you. They are for a pol- 
ish, a nail cream afid a paste for 
finger nails.
